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Applicant's election with traverse of the species of Fig. 5, in the reply filed on 
11/30/04 has been acknowledged. 

The drawings were received on 6/16/05. These drawings are objected to 
because the labeling of the file reel and machine reel does not accord the specification. 
Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement 
drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version 
of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an 
amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended."

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 5, 8-13, 40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Goker et al (US-4739950). Goker et al discloses substantially all the 
claimed features. The larger number of tachometer pulses corresponds to the second 
data (claim 5) and first data (claim 40) when in a beginning of tape condition and then 
corresponds to the first data (claim 5) and second data (claim 40) when in an end of 
tape condition. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 6, 7, 23, 28, 30-39,41-47 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Goker et al (US-4739950). 

Goker et al, as advanced above, discloses substantially all the claimed features. 
Goker et al do not clearly state that the control system 30 has a processor or digital 
signal processor. However, since the circuits 36 and 37 are digital and the drive servos 
31 and 32 are implemented digitally, it is deemed inherent that a digital processor is 
present or, alternatively, the provision of a digital processor to handle the digital data 
processing would have been obvious to a person having ordinary skill in the art to 
provide expeditiously process digital data. Goker et al also do not explicitly disclose 
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which method to use when the numbers of pulses from both reels are exactly equal (i.e. 
when the diameters are equal); however the use of one method over another, i.e. 
machine reel control or file reel control, at the equal point or when to switch from one 
method to the other, at or after the equal point, would have been an obvious matter of 
design choice to a person having ordinary skill in the art based on factors such as 
preference and design criteria (this is in reference to claims similar to claims 30-33). 

Applicant's arguments filed 6/16/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive.
